Blitzkrieg, a Sign 


The Bible reveals in the last days that 
“many shall run to and fro,” indicating 
that there shall be a rapid increase in the 
amount of speed of transportation at the 
time of Christ’s second coming. The ful- 
filment of this prophecy is noted in the 
present day blitzkrieg as revealed by Ger- 
many’s lightning invasion of Poland, Nor- 
way, and the Netherlands. More ground 
is taken in one day now than was conquered 
in the last war in a week or even in a month. 
The rapid change in speed of transporta- 
tion in the last 25 years has made this 
possible. 


President Roosevelt in his speech to con- 
gress revealed that even the United States 
is endangered because of the way modern 
armies can conquer time and space. In the 
last war an army could cover the space of 
20 miles a day; whereas today with high 
speed tanks, motorized units, and trans- 
port planes, they can cover 200 miles a day. 
If the Lord should tarry for another 10 
or 20 years the future army would be able 
to make an advance of 2,000 miles in a day 
by means of huge planes. 


The President evidently foresaw that the 
Atlantic and the Pacific are no longer bar- 
riers to our potential enemies, since the fu- 
ture planes may be able to take care of the 
entire communication requirements and 
thus make our present fleet no longer ef- 
fective as our first line of defense. He has 
requested that manufacturing facilities be 
geared up to produce 50,000 or more planes 
per year so as to be prepared to cope with 
any aerial blitzkrieg. 


We can readily see many Biblical predic- 
tions of conditions that should prevail at 
the time of Christ’s coming being fulfilled 
by this present European war.

Just 
Jeremiah went to the potter’s house and 
y the vessel marred in the hands of the 
ter, so man became marred through 
fall; and with the entrance of sin, man 
a great extent lost that image in which 
was created. 


t is difficult to know to what extent man 
s made in the physical image of God, but 
re important than the physical image 
s the moral or spiritual image in which 
was made.

and the Body, etc. The one here used is tne 
figure of Christ, the Elder Brother, and the 
Church His brethren. The heart of Christ 
longed for fellowship, not with angels, but 
with those whom He could call brethren. 
Through His coming into this world and 
becoming our Saviour He has provided a 
plan whereby He can become the eldest of 
a multitude of brethren. This meant much 
on His part. 

The first two chapters of Hebrews show 
us something of what it meant. First, we 
see what Jesus enjoyed in His original state. 
He was the Son of God. Some thought 
He was a prophet; others, an angel. But 
He plainly tells us that He was more than 
these. It goes into detail in these chapters 
to show that Christ had a position high 
above either prophet or angel, and proves 
conclusively that He was the only begotten 
Son of God. 

Now, let us see the position of man. 
“What is man that thou art mindful of him 
or the son of man that Thou visitest him? 
Thou madest him a little lower than the 
angels; Thou crownedst him with glory and 


Mf honor, and didst set him over the works of 


Thy hands.” (Heb. 2:6-7) While Christ 
had a place far above the angels, man was 
lower than the angels. God gave Him a 
position of honor in setting him over the 
earthly creation. Man fell from the place 
God had given him and death passed upon 
him. So we see that a great gulf had to be 
spanned before man could be lifted from 
his fallen position to a place high enough 
so that Christ could become the firstborn 
among many brethren. It is manifest that 
man by his own effort could never lift him- 
self up, so if that gulf was to be bridged 
Christ must come down to where man was 
and lift hind up to His own exalted position. 

“For it became Him, for whom are all 
things, and by whom are all things in bring- 
ing many sons into glory, to make the Cap- 
tain of their salvation perfect through suf- 
ferings.” (Heb. 2:10). To become the 
Captain of our salvation He took not on 
Him the nature of angels, but He took on 
Him the seed of Abraham. (v. 16). He 
could never have saved us by becoming aa 
angel, but He came down into this world 
and was born of a woman of the seed of

In 1919 a number of members of the 
Salem Swedish Baptist Church in San Fran- 
cisco received the bap- 
tism in the Holy Ghost. 
They carried the fire 
into the Baptist church, 
and for awhile that lit- 
tle church was a real 
power for God. But it 
was not long until the 
rift came, and those 
who had received the 
blessing of the Spirit 
of God found them- 
selves on the outside. 

It was not a large 
number of saints that went over to the 
American Hall and rented a small audi- 
torium there, and for awhile carried on the 
work. A few good brethren served as lead- 
ers from time to time, until Brother Eric M. 
Johnson, the present pastor, was called to 
take charge in 1922. Soon after it was 
decided to move and a hall was rented near 
29th and Mission Streets where the work 
was carried on for a number of years. 
Brother Johnson left in 1923 and was fol- 
lowed in turn by Brothers C. Knudson, J. 
Ystrom, Larum, Homer Doyle, and Paul 
Johnson who served as pastors of the as- 
sembly. In 1923 upon his return from 
Africa the first pastor was called once 
again to take the helm of the church. 

During the ministry of Brother Doyle 
the saints moved from the location on 29th 
and Mission Streets to the present location, 
in what was once known as the Bethany 
Methodist Church. Here the work has been 
carried on during the last eight years with 
seasons and times of refreshing. On other

occasions it has had to steer the course by 
rugged faith. But whether fair weather or 
contrary winds the church has gone for- 
ward. During the last year the pastor and 
people have been greatly encouraged by 
rich blessings from the presence of the 
Lord. The Sunday School has had a defi- 
nite upswing, with 191 in attendance tre- 
cently. There is a Men’s Bible Class of 
about 25 members, and also a Women’s 
Bible Class of about the same number. The 
25-piece orchestra contributes to the musi- 
cal part of the services. This was made 
possible by the coming of Brother Raphael 
Gofreddo into their midst. There are be- 
tween 35 and 40 young people in the 
Christ’s Ambassadors group. 

While there are a large number of Scan- 
dinavian members in the assembly, yet they 
desire to emphasize the fact that the church 
does not exist any longer as the Scandi- 
navian Full Gospel Assembly, but all serv- 
ices are held in the English language. 


San Francisco is a hard city but a very 
needy one. Brother and Sister Johnson and 
his good people covet the prayers of God’s 
saints as they have already declared “total 
war” on the enemy and will by God’s help 
go through with it.

vador, CENTRAL AMERICA write of the re- 
cent annual conference held in that section 
with 1,028 Christians registered. This was 
the largest Pentecostal conference ever held 
in Central America. Forty-seven were saved 
and thirty-three were baptized in the Holy 
Spirit during the five days’ meetings. There 
are 41 native churches with an average 
church membership of over 50 members per 
church; besides there are 44 Pentecostal 
groups where regular services are held each 
week. Brother and Sister Evans are greatly 
encouraged by the manifestation of God’s 
hand upon the work in that needy field. 


During the time Sister Bernice Strick- 
land is resting in the homeland, her mother 
and sister are continuing with the work at 
Hilo, Hawan.

Bible Institute News 

The school year is just about over. June 
22, 1940 is close at hand. Looking back 
over the year we see activity and work be- 
hind us; not only studies, but much prac- 
tical work besides. 

Three hundred times during the year 
the streets in different parts of the city have 
rung with old salvation choruses such as 
“Power in the Blood,” “Onward Christiana 
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LELAND R. Keys, Dean 
1441 Ellis Street, San Francisco 


Soldiers,” and “What the World Needs Is 
Jesus.” Every Sunday morning at 10 
o'clock the simple message that “Christ 
came to seek and to save those which are 
lost” has penetrated the corridors of the city 
jail. This work for the last two years has 
been under the direction of Sister Lillian 
Elkington, the Temple, and the students of 
the Institute assisting. 

Once a week or about forty times in the 
nine months, the students have found their 
places at the Almshouse; the girls singing 
in the wards to those bedridden and dis- 
couraged, the boys proclaiming the blessed 
news of the Cross in one of the halls on the 
third floor to the men there.

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PRESIDENT’S LETTER 


“And the Lord said unto Moses .. . 
Speak unto the children of Israel that they 
go forward.” (Ex. 14:15). 

The children of Israel were certainly in 
a hard place. All hope of escape was gone, 
and it looked as though they must surely 
perish in the wilderness. To the weak and 
the fearful there was only one solution, and 
that was to turn back and give themselves 
up to be slaves once more in Egypt. There 
are always those when the going is hard that 
will say, “Turn back; there is no use to try 
to go forward.”

Wlinonities 


Condensed from a sermon by H. Sterett Lehmann 


The minorities question has become a 
very serious problem in the world today. 
The invasions of Albania, Czechoslovakia, 
of Poland, were all attempts at settling na- 
tional minority problems. This is also a 
problem to most churches. On the day of 
Pentecost the body of Spirit-filled believers 
became a problem in the religious minds of 
Ephesus, Corinth, and every other place 
where they went—nor has it ceased. Pen- 
tecostal people have always been in the 
minority, but what a powerful minority 
they have been! 


What is Pentecost? It is Jesus Christ 
alive and working today in the hearts of 
believers, and ministering through them by 
the gifts of the Spirit. In Acts 10:38 Peter 
said, “Ye know . . . how God anointed 
Jesus of Nazareth with the Holy Ghost and 
with power; who went about doing good 
and healing all that were oppressed of the 
devil, for God was with Him.” Every mir- 
acle performed, very triumphant encounter 
with Satan, every burning utterance from 
His lips, was one or more of the manifesta- 
tions of the Holy Spirit in operation in the 
ministry of the Lord Jesus—manifestations 
of the Holy Spirit in operation in the min- 
istry of the Lord Jesus—manifestations 
mentioned in 1 Cor. 12:8-11. And God 
expects us to be charged and surcharged 
with this same dynamic power of the Holy 
Spirit, the same power that was in His Son. 


Pentecost means laying: hands on the 
sick, casting out devils, praising and mag- 
nifying the Lord, speaking in other 
tongues, laying bare before God a clean 
heart and letting it be charged with the 
power of the Holy Spirit. If in your ex- 
perience there has been no surge of divine 
power, no tongues of fire, no supernatural 
blaze or utterance—if the glory of God has 
never lightened your being until you be- 
came a flame of fire—you do not yet know 
the thrill of real Pentecost. Pentecost is 
the incoming of God. It is God with us. 
It is the indwelling of the Holy Spirit. 

Some of the children of Israel looked 
over into the Promised Land and said, “It 
is wonderful,” but they made no effort to 
take any of the cities. They did not have 
the urge to possess the land. Some say, 
“Pentecostal people seem to have some- 
thing wonderful; I wish I had it.” But 
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they do not make any effort to inquire 
about it. Possessing the Holy Spirit is 
not dreaming about it; it is having the 
power of God within. God grant that we 
may see what Pentecost is! 

Who are Pentecostal believers? Are they 
men and women who have their names on 
the list of members of a Pentecostal 
church? If just being named on the church 
roll makes one Pentecostal, then it is a 
cheap thing. But it is more than that. It 
is more than speaking with tongues. It 
is more than having had the Holy Spirit’s 
baptism. One could have had the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost once and not be Pente- 
costal now. A man must be aggressive in 
heart or he is not Pentecostal. He must 
see bent and broken men and make declara- 
tion that the power of God in him is sufh- 
cient for the situation. That is Pentecost 
—pure, warm, simple. 

What is the attitude of this Pentecostal 
minority as to what is going on in the 
world? What is the attitude (1) towards 
persecution and prosperity; (2) towards 
other professed religions; (3) towards pre- 
tending Pentecostal believers? I have 
looked into God’s Word for the answers, 
and have found them there. 

The Pentecostal church was a persecuted 
church in the beginning, and I am inclined 


to think that Pentecostal believers will | 
ways be persecuted.

14). A proper understanding of the 
able Prophecy of the Seventy Weeks in 
niel 9:24-27, the most important pass- 
, from a dispensational standpoint, in 
Old Testament; and of the address of 
aes in Acts 15:13-21, the most impor- 
t passage, from a dispensational stand- 
at, in the New Testament; will lead the 
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student to see that the rapture of the 
church saints must necessarily take place 
before the storm of the tribulation can 
break. A failure to properly understand 
and interpret these very important portions 
of the Prophetic Word has led to the set- 
ting up of a false and misleading theory 
and to twisting of various passages of the 
Word in an effort to make them support 
the erroneous and joy-robbing doctrine 
that the saints are scheduled to go through 
tribulation. 


The book that was seen by John in the 
right hand of the Occupant of the throne is 
to be regarded as the Book of Redemption, 
or, Title Deed to the Forfeited Inheritance. 
It was God’s design, when He created 
man, that man should possess and rule the 
earth. See Gen. 1:26-28. But man sinned, 
and forfeited his right to govern the earth, 
and was driven out of the Garden in which 
God had placed him. Satan, at the time 
of man’s fall, usurped that position God 
had designed man should occupy, and has 
been ever since the “god of this world.” 
When our Lord died upon the cross He 
paid the price of the world’s redemption. 
But the usurper will remain in power until 
ejected through the judgments of the end 
time. These judgments which are to end 
in the ejection of the usurper, and in his 
ultimate confinement in the lake of fire and 
brimstone, constitute the outstanding theme 
of Revelation. 

In Dan. 12:1-3 we read of the Great 
Tribulation, but the details of that period 
of unprecedented woe were not revealed 
to Daniel. “But thou, O Daniel, shut up 
the words, and seal the book, even to the 
time of the end” (Dan. 12:4). And when 
Daniel made inquiry as to “the end of these 
things,” the reply was, “Go thy way, Dan- 
iel: for the words are closed up and sealed 
till the time of the end.” (Dan. 12:9) . Rev- 
elation relates specifically to “the time of 
the end.” Details not made known to Dan- 
iel were revealed to John, and through John 
to us. These details are set forth through

that at times we are almost too apologetic 
in our testimony that we are Pentecostal. 
Still we must recognize that we have “blood 
relationship” with every born-again Chris- 
tian in any faith. Let us never feel that 
we are the only ones that have light. Yet 
it is because of our message and our testi- 
mony as Pentecostal believers that we are 
not wanted in other circles. If one stands 
up openly and gives his testimony, he is 
apt to have his heart broken. Not only is 
his theology called in question, but also his 
power of reason and mental balance be- 


littled. 
I have had fellowship with some splendid 


men who ministered in churches other than 
Pentecostal, and we have enjoyed fine co- 
operation so far as the cross of Jesus Christ 
was concerned. Beyond that, many things 
that I hold dear and essential to a Spirit- 
filled ministry were questioned. 


Some months after my wonderful ex- 
perience in Pentecost I was graciously in- 
vited to return to the church of my con- 
version, and to preach even though I had 
not yet been trained. Following the meet- 
ing I was asked to go to the camp meeting 
of that wonderful body of believers to 
speak to the young people. It only spelled 
heartache so I told them I dare not go, for 
certainly the Lord would bless and then 
when the young people began to question 
me about my experience it would be neces- 
sary for me to tell them that the only dif- 
ference was Pentecost. 


I have no quarrel with our brothers in 
any faith that is founded on the blood 
atonement. I cherish the bonds of fellow- 
ship created by Calvary, but there is also 
a fellowship of the Spirit. There are times 
when we must remind ourselves that “when 
the day of Pentecost was fully come,” many 
were going about the Temple absorbed in 
their ritual, carrying candles, offering in- 
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lows, Parent Teachers’ Associations, etc. 
They are especially urged to join church 
groups.

cense and feasting on types of Pentecost, 
while on the back streets of Jerusalem the 
disciples and many others with them were 
filled with the Holy Spirit—they were 
feasting on Pentecost itself. Pentecost is 
not a parade of candles or rituals or of 
man’s wisdom—Pentecost is God manifest- 
ing His power. 

And now our attitude toward pretending 
Pentecostal believers. In the fifth chapter 
of Acts, when Ananias pretended and lied 
to the Holy Ghost, the fire of God fell. 
Ananias could not live in that holy atmos- 
phere of the early church. How many 
offer sacrifice but do not offer their hearts 
fully and unreservedly! I am praying that 
we shall be afraid before God to pretend 
anything before anybody. It is terrible 
to be one thing in our hearts and another 
thing in the face of God’s people. God is 
a holy God, and the holiness that He re- 
quires of us today is the same white-hot 
holiness that was in the early church; the 
holiness that in its flaming purity would 
burn up every dry vine and every branch 
that was not bearing fruit; a holiness that 
would dare to rebuke everyone who would 


presume to lift himself up and lie, by his 
walk or by his talk. 


We are lying to the Holy Spirit if we 
sing, “Where He Leads Me I Will Follow” 
and with our hearts we do not mean it. If 
we appear to be strict in our lives and yet 
in the hidden secret closet commit sacrilege 
in the sight of God, we are pretending. If 
we openly declare triumph over sin, and yet 
criticism and jealousy and strife are in our 
hearts and minds to the extent that we 
drive out the Spirit of God, we are left 
barren and without power. 


There is no place to live except the place 
where we are willing to have God see us. 
We must keep our motives clean and holy 
in His sight. God will never be satisfied 
until we are a holy people. Pentecostal be- 
lievers renounce all right to themselves; 
they deny themselves and present all at the 
altar of sacrifice. Men and women who 
make no boast as to what they possess, but 
declare how much God possesses them and 
then prove it with signs following, are real 
—not pretending—Pentecostal believers. 

Oh, how solemn is this hour today! Holi- 
ness in a Pentecostal heart is the soil in 
which Pentecostal fruit grows. Let us not 
take away this soil of holiness, for if we do 
we shall destroy the vine. God grant that 


we receive the fulness of Pentecost and 


walk in its purity and in its power.
